tered by the state where they do busi-
ness and even to hold the foreign cor-
poration to a strictor aceountability.™

Beyond Legislative Power.

“It is a striking fact, however, that
while thirty states of the Union have
adopted stringent anti-trust laws with-
in the past eleven years, vet during
the same period the amount of cap-
ita! and labor employed in the form of
consolidated incorporaticm, to which
name is usually given, has, in
steadily and even
enormeusly increased, which would
seem to show that without trenching
upon rights guaranteed by the consti-
tutions of all the states, the abolition of
that form of employment of capital is
beyond the reach of legislative power.”

Treating of labor legislation passed
by California, Minnesota, Utah, @olo-
rado, Texas, Oregon, Illinois, Missourt
and Idaho, the speaker said that “the
right to co-aperate belongs to all alike;
that constitutional guaraniees secure
vatrammeled freedom to every man te
give his labor or to employ the labor
of others upon such terms as the par-
ties themselves may .gree, subject only
to the restraint of such abuses as, on
grounds of public policy and the public
vight, may be properiy the subject of
legislative interference.”
